BOREDOM can be a dangerous thing, 
particularly when you mix it with teenagers. 
Last night, DEATH METAL MURDERS 
(BBC2) introduced us to a new, ear-splitting 
kind of music, whose lyrics celebrate 
Satanism, rape and mutilation. 

Fronted by bands with names like 
Cannibal Corpse, Morbid Angel and Autopsy, 
the death metal scene is a big hit with 
teenagers who, naturally enough, see it as a 
great way of horrifying their parents. 

In that sense, they’re not much different 
from the ‘flappers’ of the 1920s, who made 
the older generation go purple in the face 
just by dancing the Charleston. But some 
kids have gone well beyond liking the music 
as a fashion statement. In 1996, three 
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Californian teenagers, all heavily into death 
metal, killed one of their classmates in a 
devil-worshipping sacrifice. More recently, 
two teenagers in Milan were brutally 
stabbed by their friends in a bizarre ritual. 

Understandably, the parents of the victims, 
and some spokesmen from the Church, think 
the music is drawing impressionable 
youngsters into the occult. 


Cruelty 
But the death metal bands themselves 
seemed like circus acts, who only chuck pigs' 
heads around and shout: *Kill Christians!" 
because they know how much it delights 
their audience. Clearly some record 
company bosses are growing very rich from 


a kind of music that often celebrates 
violence and cruelty And clearly some 
people are influenced by it, too. 

But they're the same people who'd put 
their hands in the fire if you told them to - a 
tiny minority and not like the bulk of 
youngsters. 

We might as well stop making cars because 
a handful of us will always drive like 
]unatics. In any case, it's doubtful whether 
death metal’s gruesome lyrics are really 
giving the devil a helping hand. 

The singing style involves sticking a 
microphone down your throat as far as your 
tonsils, and roaring into at it very high 
speed. You can't understand a word of it - 
even if you want to.

CONSTRUCTION and oil field 
engineer Amec unveiled a 
plan to break itself into 
three pieces yesterday. 

Chief executive Sir Peter Mason 
said the company does not have 
enough money to expand in three 
different markets simultaneously. 

So he is putting the company's France- 
based European construction and engi- 
neering business Spie — expected to be 
worth around £450millon - up for sale. 

And he will then look at splitting the 
remaining firm into two, with the UK 
construction arm demerging from the 
oil and gas engineering business, which 
is planning to win new contracts on the 
back of booming energy prices. 


He also said he is pulling out of loss 
making UK road building contracts, US 
construction management and some oil 
and gas work — at a cost of £70m. 

The City welcomed the move, sending 
the shares up 15p to 372p, which values 
Amec at £1.24 billion. 

"Breaking Amec into its constituent 
parts has seemed an obvious scenario 
for quite some time," said Emma 
Ormond, of Oriel Securities. 

*Nobody in the UK has ever got their 
head around the Spie business, so it was 
always likely to be undervalued within 
the overall portfolio." 

Amec's ambitions to expand as a ser- 
vicer of the world's oil and gas rigs has 
been hampered by its high debt – £300m 
at the last results.

when I found myself cruising back 
down south after a visit to the Jewel of 
the North. That's right: Macclesfield. 

As I purred back down the M6 in my 
Jaguar, I noticed that my right knee 
was hurting. I needed to stretch my 
leg, but I didn't want to stop, so this 
was my cunning plan. 

First, I used a switch on the steering 
column to electrically lower the entire 
pedal box so I could stretch out my legs 
a bit more. It's standard on all XJs. 

Then I put the (standard) electric 
leather seat a lot further back, so I 
could just about reach the brake and 
accelerator. 


That felt better too, but I then used 
the same switch to electrically bring 
the steering wheel towards me so my 
arms weren’t stretched.

Thirdly, and this is where it starts to 
get naughty, I set the cruise control 
(standard) to a speed I cannot reveal. 

So there I am, doing ???mph, on a jam- 
packed Sunday night motorway, and I 
can barely reach the pedals, though at 
least my knee’s stopped aching. 

Sounds scary, but that’s where Jag’s 
little £950 extra called Adaptive Cruise 
Control kicks in. After you’ve set your 
speed, you then set the gap you’d like to 
keep between you and the car in front. 
Radar beams constantly monitor the 


distance and you just cruise 
along, with the car braking 
and accelerating for you. It’s almost 
like being on a train. Only comfier and 
less smelly. 

Imanaged to stay in this lazy legs-out 
position for 150-odd miles. It’s fantas- 
tic, and so is the new XJ.

If it’s simply loads of fun and a 
close friendship you want, look out 
for a pink biker on an orange 
machine. 

Devitt’s surveyed its customers’ 
leather and bike colours and passed 
the results to Angela Wright, who 
says that the colour a man chooses 
for a bike indicates his attitude to 
biking itself, while the colour of his 
leathers indicates how he sees him- 
self when he's riding it. 

The most popular colours for bikes 
are red, blue and black, while for 
leathers it's black, followed by red. 

Angela says: "Many people think 
that colour is just a matter of how 
things look - and it's often dis- 
missed as being purely cosmetic. 


*But the fact is that the colour peo- 
ple choose is an instinctive, uncon- 
scious response to what is a vital 
element in our survival. 

"The most popular colour for 
leathers is black, which many peo- 
ple think is neutral. 

“But that’s not true at all. Black 
absorbs all colour wavelengths and 
creates a barrier between the wear- 
er and the world. This often indi- 
cates a need for protection. 

“Tt’s effectively an absence of light 
— equivalent to darkness — and, since 
many people are afraid of the dark, 
it can be perceived as quite threat- 
ening. 

"And yes, it's very effective in this 
role, but in actual fact the wearer 
might feel anything but powerful 
and menacing."
